ON CITIZENS OF FRANCE

Paris, May 1.— The battle of Verdun 
appeals to have had, a great moral ef- 
fect in France. It has turned attention 
from the Irritating discussions

details of the conduct of the war and 
has .cut short an incipient revival of 
partisan spirit in parliament and in 
the press, whch had been favored by 
relative stagnation at the front.

Saratoga Springs, N. Y.,. May i.—The 


twenty-seventh delegated Quadrennial 
session of the general''conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal' church con-

Basis of Representation, 
These delegates - are 
elected on a 
basis of one ministerial delegate for 
.every forty-five, or fraction not less 
than two-thirds of forty-five, minister-1 
ial members in any given annual con- 
ference, the number of lay delegates 
always being the same for each con- 


morr than they have done, which is 
far from enough ever to shake the 
Prenc army."

papers attacked the priests, the .cleri-

NORTHERN LIGHTS 


VISIBLE OF LATE 


Brilliant Aurora Borealis Have Been 


Plainly Visible in Heavens Dur- 


ing Last'Two Nights. 


Aurora Borealis or northern 
lights 
have been visible in all their splendor 
on the horizon, for the last two nights. 
A silvery, white Illumination resem- 
bling an arc, rises from the sduthwost 
and stretches up and south into the 
southern slues. 
. That Aurora represents some lorm 
of electrical discharge and auroral 
lines arise, from atmospheric gases is 
almost certain 
although 
there are 
many theories regarding them. 
Spots on the sun, magnetic disturb- 
ances on the earth and Aurora are all. 
intimately connected. 
When, one is a 
reality we expect the others. In. tem- 
perate latitudes a bright aurora visible 
over a large part.of Europe end North 
America' seems always accompanied by 
a magnetic storni and earth currents. 
The largest magnetic storms and the 
most conspicuous auroral display have 
occurred simultaneously. It lias also 
been noticed' that years of many sun-1 
spots are years of many auroras, and | 
years of few sun spots years of few 
auroras. 


Ordinary Color White. 
The ordinary color of auroras is 
white, usually a distinct yellow tint in 
the brighter forms, but silvery white 
when the light is faint. Red is not in- 
frequently noticed toward the lower 
edge. Green is sometimes visible, 
changing. Green, is sometimes visbl-e 
toward the zenith, and violet has been | 
.noticed but is unusual. 
This natural phenomenon occurs in 
many forms, some of great beauty, sin- 
gle or double arcs, bands in straight 
and regular outline, rays sometimes 
combined in series of fans, curtains or 
draperies, a form rare except in arciic 
regions and showing several conspicu- 
ous folds resembling frills on the iower 
edge, carona, patches looking like illu- 
minated 
dispatched 
clouds and the 
diffused aurora with no definite out- 
lines. 
Whether or not sound waves origin- 
ate at the seat of such displays is a 
disputed cmestion. If they do they 
seem hardly likely to be audible'on Ilia 
earth unless aurora conies very low 
and great stillness prevails. Arctic, 
Indians and voyagers, who often pass 
their nights in the open say that sound 
is noi. uncommon and on one occasion 


Capt.HJn H. P. Dnwson, who had charge 
of thu British Polar station. :it Fort 
Rae in J882-83. says he heard it him- 
self, "the sound was like the swishing 
of a whip or the noise produced by a. 
sharp squall of wind in the upper rig- 
ging of a ship-and as 
the aurora 
brightened and faded so did the sound 
which accompanied it."

It hunts principally In 
the open and consequently secures 
Buch mammals as pocket gophers, 
field mice, common rats, house mice, 
harvest mice, kangaroo rats, and cot- 
ton rats. It occasionally captures a 
few birds and Insects. At least a half 
bushel of the remains of pocket go- 
phers have been found in the nesting 
cavity of a pair of these birds. Re- 
membering that a gopher has been 
known in a short time to girdle seven 
apricot trees worth $100 It is hard to 
overestimate the value of the service 
of a pair of barn owls. One thousand 
two hundred and forty-seven pellets 
of the barn owl collected from the 
Smithsonian towers contained 3,100 
skulls, of which 3,004, or 97 per cent, 
were mammals; 92, or 3 per cent, of 
birds; and 4 were of Jrogs. The bulk 
consisted of 1,987 field mice, 656 house 


I mice, and 210 common rats. The birds 


i eaten were matnly sparrows and black- 
' birds. 
This valuable owl should be 


rigidly protected throughout the en- 
tire range.

'" Berne, May 1.—The men of Switz- 
erland aren't soldiers', in peace times. 
They are only citizens who know 
how to be 'soldiers if" they have to. 
The United States 
doesn't 
need 


4,000,000 soldiers. -What it does need 
is 4,000,000 men who know how to be 
soldiers in cast; the need arises. 
"I had a boy in college," wrote the i 
father of a young 
British 
soldier.- 
"One day he ran off and enlisted in a 
London foot regiment. 
After three 
months' training his regiment 
was 
sent to Flanders. He was killed at 
Ypres. I am telling you this to help 
you preach the gospel of compulsory 
.training, not conscription. 
. "I am grieved and proud about my 
:boy. 
I feel that his regiment did not 
have a sporting chance. 
They only 
knew how to go on and die. I feel 
that the men in England who oppose 
compulsory 
military 
training- are 
guilty of a greater felony than those 
who sank the Lusltania. 
This is the sort of feeling I find, 
this feeling expressed by this father, 
that brought about compulsory mili- 
tary training in Switzerland. 
Here in Switzerland where, under 
the marvelous system 
of 
military 
training, a fifth of a million of the 
finest soldiers in Europe were placed 
on-the'frontiers of their country to 
Eaard them before the first shots at 
iege had died down, you 
get 
it 
driven back into your American mind 
that 
compulsory military 
training 
isn't'intended to'create soldiers. Its 
purpose is to create a.-nation of line, 
strong young men aud hale, hearty 
old men who will know how to be 
soldiers r£ an enemy forces them to 
play that role. 
The Swiss-aren't fussy; they don't 
love fighting. 
All these years 
of 
learning how to be soldiers, if 
ihe 
need comes, has taught them that 
.fighting is no picnic and 
that 
it 
doesn't pay to start a row just for 
the sake of rowing. 
Tbe Swiss are not a fighting nation, 
like the Serbs, for- instance, and yet, 
man for man, tbe Swiss army is the 
equal of any army in the world. Every 
citizen in the ev-fighting Balkins is a 
soldier; a potential soldier. 
That's 
one of the troubles with the Balkins. 
But every citizen of Switzerland, be- 
cause of his scientific training, is a 
citizen who'll be a soldier only when, 
some enemy drives him to play that 
role.

municable diseases in places closely 


connected with the wants of the con- 
suming public. Deputy state health of- 
ficers Have located tuberculosis per- 
sons working in creameries which eup- 
cply milk, cream and butter to stores, 
hotels, hospitals and homes. The ho- 
tel inspectors have also found numer- 
ous perFons suffering from communica- 
ble diseases in hotel and restaurant 
service, where the danger of convey- 
ing infection to guests is especially 
marked. The inspectors make it their 
business to cause the 
dismissal of 
such employes in the interest of the 
public health. The state rules govern- 
ing barber shops prohibit the employ- 
ment of persons having a communica- 
ble «ldn disease or a venereal disease 
as barbers. Such cases are rapidly be- 
coming less.

TO BE DONE IN STATE 
, 


DURING THIS SUMMER

Madison, Wis., Miiy 1:—During the 
next twelve months Wisconsin will 
see.greater activity in road building 
than at any other period in the state'e 
history, according to figures on file In 
the office of the tax commission and- 
the highway commission. 
A total of more than $4,500,000 will 
be spent according to present indica- 
tions.. 


Reports have already been received 


of funds appropriated by towns it the 
election on April 4 which total about 
$1,500,000 and it is expected more 
will be heard from. Under the state 
laws counties in which the towns are 
located and the stE>te are required to 
appropriate an.amount equal- to that 
provided by the cities. . 


Of the seventy-one counties in the 
state nfty are under the regular pro- 
visions of the law and the-remainder 
are under the county system. In" the 
fifty counties, 435 .towns out of a-tota;] 
of 882 have reported that they have 
appropriated $410,000. In these same 
counties records show, that in 191^- 
taxes were .voted on .61:8 per cent, of 
the towns and the average appropria' 
tion was more than $800; in 1915, 72;2 
per cent voted an average' of more 
than $1,000; in 1916, 89.1 per cent 
voted an average of $1,079. 
One of the 
projects which it is 
planned to carry out this year which 
is attracting considerable attention 
is the .beautifying the road:from Green 
Bay to ,De Pere. Shade trees will be 
planted along the entire route. Pence? 
will be covered 'With vines;and shrub- 
bery. American elms will bemused al 
most exclusively.
